The effort, of course, is to appeal 


to those Quebec voters who demand - 


particular constitutional concessions_ 


_for their province. But at the same 


time Mr. Stanfield does not want to 


' alienate other Canadian voters who 
’ do not share this disruptive obses- 


, sion. The result is the special-spec- 


vi jal-status policy, under which certain 


rights would be given equally to all 
provinces, but in the knowledge that 
none but Quebec would be likely to 
benefit from them. 


Mr. Faribault, who is Mr. Stan- 


field’s right hand in Quebec, stated 


clearly in his book, “Ten to One,” 
published in 1965, that “there is no 
case for granting a special status to 


any province . .. to do so would be 
an abuse of the federal system.” 
And he added: “Quebec has not 
asked for anything that she is not 
prepared to have granted to all 
other provinces.” 

The catch is in the difference be- 
tween granting and using such 
rights. The universal right to play a 
saxophone in a boarding house can 
hardly be said to be fairly granted 
if it is known in advance that only 
one of the ten boarders will ever 
want to exercise the right. Similarly, 
it is twisted logic that claims to have 
met the demands of equality by 
granting: to all the provinces rights 
which it is known that only Quebec 
wishes to have. . 

Mr. Faribault ‘was -quoted last 
week in Le Devoir, of Montreal, as 
saying: “Quebec demands a status. 
Which is in keeping with reality. If 
we are alone in demanding it, that 
would be a special status. If the 
other provinces demand it with us, 
that would be a general status.” 

So far, Quebec is alone in de- 
manding the provincial sovereignty 
in foreign dealings, in various finan- 
cial matters, in welfare programs, 
which has dominated that province’s 
politics in recent times. That, by Mr. 
Faribault’s definition, puts its de- 
mands on a basis of special status— 
“an abuse of the federal system”— 
and Mr. Faribault is Mr. Stanfield’s 
spokesman in Quebec.

VEN before the federal election cam-

West as candidates. 

The Tories say the Liberal financial 
policies are destroying the country, but 
with millionaires who know finances best 
it is the Liberals four or five to zip. 

In. Manitoba, one of the most 
prestigious financial names in Canada 
attached itself to the Liberal ticket in 
Winnipeg South. The name belongs to 
James A. Richardson, the 46-year-old 
head of the 100-year-old Richardson grain 
firm and. almost 50-year-old financial 
institution. He is near the top of any list 
of the richest men in western Canada. 

Richardson was not sought out by the 
Winnipeg Grits and bludgeoned into 
getting into politics. He became infected 
with Trudeaumania and going out for the 
nomination was his own idea. 


Outstanding Name 


In the next constituency, the Grits 
came up with a big name candidate that 
takes second place to practically nobody 
in the West. He is E. B. Osler, the 
grandson _of _ the founder of Osler, 
Hammond and. Nanton, a firm that 
helped finance the construction of the 
CPR and the settlement of the West: Mr. 
Osler is not only rich and knows his way 
around board rooms, he is a professional 
author and_biographer of Louis Riel and 
almost a professional do-gooder. 

Out in the Provencher constituency in 
Manitoba, the Liberals nominated the 
richest Ukrainian in Manitoba — Mark 
Smerchanski, a geological engineer, 
mining promoter and business man. Of 
all the wealthy standard bearers, 
Smerchanski was the only one to make 
much point about cutting taxes. 

In Alberta, the Liberals missed on 
millionaires, but came up with a well-on- 
his-way-to-beone young petroleum 
engineer, plus an economist who makes 
up with degrees what he may lack in 
Dun and Bradstreet. Nick Taylor, in 
Calgary Centre, has made it big 
financially in the toughest economic 
arena in the country — as a Oanadian 
independent in the Alberta oil business. 
Not only does he not complain about 
taxes, he favors a capital gains tax to 
soak fellows like himself who strike it 
rich.

The situation is made more fragile by 
the success of gold speculators in forcing 
the central bankers to find a supplement 
for the gold exchange system of world 
trade. The Free World needs a-reserve 
base more flexible than the gold supply 
but it is impossible to demonetize gold at 
a rough and uncertain time or to dope 
that the supplement; the newly-created 
SDRs, will attract instant confidence. 


Need Basic Reforms 


International monetary developments 
will probably not, Dr. James Tobin 
points out, impair the domestic pros- 
perity. But they will test the will of the 
money managers to seek durable reme- 
dies instead of temporary solutions. At 
least two wise men, Martin and Dr. 
Robert Triffin, believe that a rise in the 
gold price will merely and perhaps 
dangerously postpone the need for basic 
reforms. 

But the circumstances will force 
disciplines upon the United States. It is 
necessary now to talk of priorities, of 
whether and where government functions 
can be cut back, of whether or not the 
nation should allocate a still larger share 
of its resources to public problems. The 
pressures ensure that the debate over 
expenditures will not end with the 
passage of the surtax bill.

Barnacles Little Studied

The series of low tides which happily occur 
during daylight in early summer expose a 
great variety of marine fe to add interest to 
a sea-shore visit at this

Appendages 
which project through the opening are used 
both for swimming and crawling on the 
bottom.

Barnacles are world-wide in distribution 
and are certainly one of our most common sea- 
shore creatures. However, they are so 
unspectacular in appearance they would 


receive little attention from us were it not that . 


they create hazards for bare feet on rocky 
shores and foul up ships’ bottoms and other 
man-made structures in the sea. Yet despite 
their conspicuousmess and their obvious 
economic importance barnacles have received 
remarkably little scientific attention, —

There are several reasons for this. First, 
barnacles are rather difficult to identify. Many 
of the species look very much alike; it takes 
an expert to distinguish some of our gdommon 
forms from one another—a fact . which 
discourages their study right at the start. 

Second their life history is rather complex 
and until comparatively recent times it has not 
been possible to rear barnacles in laboratories 
in sufficient numbers to make it possible to 
carry out extensive tests with them. 

Finally relatively few people have become 
interested in working with the group possibly 
because other groups of marine organisms 
promise more exciting results or are of 
greater economic importance.

If some means can be 
discovered to prevent barnacles from settling 
on ships’ bottoms, for example, large sums of 
money could be saved each year.

Ob- 
viously “the lowly barnacle will be receiving 
more than passing attention for the next few 
years,

WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
hard core of the Poor People's 
Campaign — virtually _empty- 
handed after Wednesday's Soli- 
darity Day demonstration that 
capped a 5\44aveek campaign for 
government assistance—defiant- 
ly dug in at their shantytown en- 
campment today, determined to 
“go to jail’’ if necessary. 

“We are only beginning to 
fight,” shouted Rev. Ralph 
David Abernathy in threatening 
to ignore the government order 
to dismantle Resurrection City 
by Sunday. 

But unless the fire of Wednes- 
day’s speeches sparked new en- 
thusiasm, there seemed some 
doubt that the unhappy “city,” 
beset by disorganization, inter- 
nal - strife and bad weather, 
could be kept intact indefinitely. 

On the other hand, it ap 
peared essential that Abernathy 
—who promised to carry the 
poor people’s demands directly 
to President Johnson—win suffi- 
cient. concessions to claim the 
“victory” he needs before end- 
ing the campaign. Without it, he 
will incur the ridicule of the ad- 
vocates of racial violence who 
scoff at the effectiveness of 
peaceful demonstrations. 


REDEDICATES HIMSELF 

Speaking from the spot where 
the late Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. delivered his famous “TI 
have a dream" speech to 200,000 
persons five years ago, Aber- 
nathy rededicated himself to the 
principle of non-violence. 

But he warned, as did others, 
that the patience of the coun- 
try’s millions of poor and disad- 
vantaged is growing thin. 

President Whitney Young of 
the National Urban League 
warnéd this ‘“‘may be the last 
march which is non-violent and 
which brings blacks and whites 
together.” 

The nation and Congress 
“must listen to us now .. . be- 
fore the prophets of violence re- 
place the prophets of peace and 
justice.” 

The crowd, estimated at be- 
tween 40,900 .and 50,000—almost 
half of them white — sweltered 
under ‘the searing sun for up to 
nine hours as the somewhat dis- 
organized parade and then 
about 20 speeches dragged on.

Born in Montreal in 1909, 
son of Jewish immigrants 
from the Ukraine, Mr. Kash- 
tan went to work at the age of 
13 as a $5ea-week‘runner for 
the customis office.

In July, 1929, he was found 
guilty of obstructing police 
during a Communist street- 
corner rally in Toronto and 
was fined $50.

Campaign Generalities 
Make Manning ‘Angry

binmeaee Alta.—Premier E. C. Manning of 
Alberta said Wednesday night the more federal 
election campaign talks he hears about, the angrier 
he gets. 

The Social Credit premlér told a party rally in support of 
Battle River candidate Stan Valeau that Prime Minister 
Trudeau and Progressive Conservative leader Stanfield have 
not ‘defined precisely what they mean by a generalized term 
such as ‘one Canada,'"' 

Mr. Manning said the expression could mean ‘‘any one of a 

dozen things, depending on what you want it to mean.” 

He criticized the-Liberal and Conservative campaigns for 
making more of the images cast by the party leaders than of 
the party platforms, 

“The political arguments we are hearing today. are: ‘Our 
leader is more of a swinger than their leader; our leader has 
more stability than theirs.’ These things have nothing to do 
with the ability of a leader or the ability of a party to come to 
grips with the pressing problems which so desperately need to 
be solved," 

The premier Said ‘‘as far as I’m concerned there will never 
be any political party realignment until the necessary 
ideological realignment takes place first.” 

Mr. Manning advocated in a booklet a realignment of Social 
Credit and the Conservatives.

QUEBEC — Prime Minister Trudeau was endorsed 
Wednesday by a number of Quebec Liberal MLAs Including 
house leader Pierre Laporte. 

He said he is intervening in the election campaign to 
support Trudeau, despite “serious differences of opinion on the 
constitution,” because of what he called the degrading 
campaign against Trudeau in Quebec.

MONTREAL — Claude. Ryan, publisher of Le Devoir, has 
come ‘out editorially in support of the Progressive Conservative 
party in the June 25 federal election. 

He said’ the election is “‘a partial expression of opinion on 
the constitutiénal future of Quebec and Canada.” 

“Tt is not enough in this 
election, to make an abso- 
lute choice. One must also 
consider which party had a 
serious chance of forming 
the next. government and 
would be ‘the most likely to 
resolve the consititutional 
problem.

Frank was picked up two 
days ago by Victoria police. 
He was drunk. - 

After police had obtained 
his name and. address, mem- 
pers of his family were

A year ago, this same man 
would have been tossed into a 
cell and the next day charged 
with being intoxicated in a 
publie-place.  ~ 

A week earlier another 
man, a known alcoholic, was 


taken directly to his home by. 


police. 

“What on earth has hap- 
pened!’ he said the next 
morning. “Fancy being taken 
home by police.” 

But if by the end of the 
year this same man is picked 
up for being drunk, he may be 
treated somewhat differently. 

He may find himself in a 
dry-out centre and 72 hours 
later on his way to a centre 

*for the treatment of alco- 
holics. 

The new police method of 
dealing with drunks is all part 
of a program instituted at the 
start of the year by the 
attorney general's de part- 
ment.

OTTAWA (CP) — A number 
of delegates to the Canadian 
conference on welfare said 
Wednesday that people seeking 
aid at welfare offices are made 
to feel small. 

David Pope, a member of the 
Company of Ycung Canadians 
working in Toronto’s Yorkville 
district, said he had accompa- 
nied someone to a welfare office 
and “they treat you like dirt.” 


“You have no power,” he 
said. “‘They tell you what you 
want.” 

E,. S. Shapiro of Winnipeg, 
program director for the Mani- 
toba people's opportunity serv- 
ices, said people seeking wel- 
fare help are not considered 
people. 

‘Clients are considered 
bums," he said, ‘‘and the only 
reason service agencies help 
them is because they are a 
menace to society otherwise.” 


“Tf we start to see clients as 
people as good or better than us 
then we can do something.” 
FEELS VERY SMALL 

Roger Avon of Ottawa, a dis- 
abled man with a wife and two 
small children, said welfare 
agencies made him feel only a 
few inches high. 

Michel Blondin, an official in 
the Montreal council of social 
agencies, said that in big cities 
people seeking help could not 
express their views to a welfare 
agency. In turn, the agency 
could not listen because it oper- 
ated under specific policies. 

Three mothers whose children 
attended the Ottawa day nur- 
sery spoke strongly.in favor of 
such’ good care services and 
sald there were not nearly 
enough of them, 

Earlier Guy Rocher, sociology 
professor at the University of 
Montreal, said+ school systems 
need teams of specialized teach- 
ers for underprivileged children 
in depressed areas, 

John P. Humphrey, a McGill 
University law professor and 
member of the royal commis- 
sion on the status of women, 
said Canada is not a haven in a 
world of violence.

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TIPS FOR HOME GARDEN 


On Correcting Mistakes - 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

It is during summer that-gardeners should 
have moments of ijeisure for contemplation. 
As often as not their contemplation revolves 
around the placement of § aaa eto 
plants for better effect. 

This is as it should be, © 
for no planting need be final | 
and thank goodness we need 
not live forever -with a 
gardening mistake. 

Within two or three years © 
of. planting trees and shrubs, 
there is really no problem in 
moving them. The usual 
care in causing as little root 
disturbance as possible and Hilda 
subsequent avoidance of dryness at the roots, 
will see most things safely re-settled. 


September are ideal for this job, for the soil 
is still warm and roots active, Rains usually 
come along to keep humidity up and all 
conditions are ideal for re-establishing plants. 

About the first of August, drive a spade 
down for its full depth at the perimeter of 
the shrub for half the full circle. 

Take out some of the soi] and in the 
miniature trench make a filling of screened 
compost and fine sand. Water this trench 
well every few days, adding more fine fill if 
it sinks too much. 

Two weeks later, repeat this for the 
balance of the circle around the shrub. Fine 
new roots will be made into this mixture, and 
when the complete rootball is lifted later for 
transplanting, active new feeding roots will 
be ready to take over in the new 
environment. 


The moving of shrubs, or young trees, 
after being in one place for a longer period 
needs some preparation in advance.

“I never want to make 
more. than five gallons a year, 
_and I've even offered to sell it 
to myself,” he said. 

William Bergfelder, chief 
inspector in the division's St.

He started writing letters to 


get either the executive or _ 


legislative branch of the 
federal government to explain 
why he should not be granted 
the right to make five gallons 
of wine at home on a tax-free 
basis. 

Thirty-four letters were ex- 
changed. Cohen got nowhere. 

Puffing on a pipe during the 
one-hour hearing Wednesday, 
Cohen said the government 
“simpty does not allow a one- 
member family to exist.’” 

That, he said, is why he 
made application, as a last 
resort, for permission to 
establish a bonded commer- 
cial winery. The hearing was 
on a summons to show cause 
why his application should not 
be refused. 

Robert Burgess, the govern- 
ment's attorney, asked Cohen

Bergfelder said Cohen's 
hearing “‘doesn’t have any- 
thing at all to do with his 
application’ to produce wine 
for ‘family use.” 

With a commercial winery 
licence, Bergfelder said, the 
manufacturer would be free to 
produce “any amount of 
wine.” Applications for such 
licences, he said are 
“normally filed by persons 
going into a commercial wine- 
making business.”

MONTREAL (CP) — More than 60 ocean-going 
ships will be trapped in the Great Lakes by a strike of 
1,200 seaway workers scheduled for 8 a.m. Friday, a 
seaway spokesman said today. 


Fifty-eight of the vessels, 
mostly foreign-owned, were 
above the Iroquois locks at the 
eastern end of Lake Ontario 
when the locks were closed to 
downbound traffic at. 8 a.m. 
today. They will be joined by 
another seven which were mov- 
ing up the seaway from Mont- 
real. 

The seaway authority had 
ordered the Iroquois Locks 
closed to downbound traffic and 
the St. Lambert locks at Mont- 
real closed to upbound traffic at 
8 a.m. today. 

The seaway spokesman said 
jthe seven ocean-going vessels 
and eight inland ships: were ex- 
pected to clear the Iroquois 
locks into Lake Ontario before 
the strike deadline. 

At the same time, 16 ocean 
and 14 inland vessels heading 
down to Montreal from the Iro- 
quois locks were also expected 
to clear the system in time.
